rhe  Compucart  is  the  first 
economically  designed  Computer 
Workstation  that  is  not  only  adjustable 
vertically  and  horizontally  at  the  keyboard  level, 
but  also  mobile.  Adjustability  is  the  key  to  a  truly 
ergonomic  computer  workstation.  This  means 
that  the  computer  workstation  will  conform  to 
the  physical  requirements 
of  the  user  and  not 
expect  the  user  to 
compromise  his  reach, 
posture,  focus, 
and  field  of  view. 


The  Compucart  encourages  comfortable  posture 
position  and  places  the  work  in  the  normal  line 
of  sight  eliminating  the  need  for  fatiguing  "tennis 
match"  spectator  neck  movements.  The  pitch  of 
the  work  may  be  adjusted  by  simply  moving  the 
keyboard  horizontally.  This  movement  further 
adjusts  the  focal  length  to  the  video  display  and 
minimizes  the  eye  strain  associated  with  fixed 
focal  lengths.  The  Compucart  is  the  most 
efficient,  and  among  the  most  flexible  and 
therefore  the  most  comfortable  computer 
workstation.  Your  Compucart  will  be  a  wise  and 
long  lasting  investment.

The  Compucart  is  the  first  word 
processing  workstation  that  fits  well 
into  any  existing  environment.  It 
provides  the  necessary  storage  and  position  for 
the  hardware  and  keeps  the  equipment  from 
being  an  "octopus"  on  your  desk.  Since  the 
Compucart  is  Mobile  and  compact  it  allows 
the  wordprocessing  system  to  be  used  in 


multiple  locations.  This  further  allows  most 
wordprocessors  to  be  used  for  multiple  tasks  and 
for  communications  and  terminal  emulation. 
Therefore  the  Compucart  provides  space 
efficiency,  hardware  and  software  security,  and 
user  comfort  to  optimize  your  investment  in 
word  processing.

rhe  Compucart  is  the  first  mobile 
computer  workstation  for  terminals 
as  well  as  for  microcomputers.  The 
Compucart  allows  the  terminal  keyboard  and 
display  to  be  secured  giving  additional  physical 
security  and  a  required  redundance  to  password 
and  access  codes.  This  will  allow  the  user  to 
leave  the  terminal  on,  when  required  by  the 
system,  without  encouraging  system  security 
breach  when  the  user  is  away.  The  Compucart's 
compact  size  (about  4  sq.  ft.  floor  space)  allows 
the  terminal  to  blend  easily  into  any 
environment.  (Most  typewriter  returns  are  totally 
inadequate.) 


The  Compucart  also  provides  additional 
secured  storage  for  high  speed  modems  or  other 
peripheral  equipment  at  the  workstation. 
Designed  to  work  with  your  existing  furniture, 
the  Compucart  is  the  only  secure,  comfortable 
and  efficient  computer  workstation.

rhe  Compucart  is  the  first  secure 
computer  workstation.  By  returning 
the  computer  to  the  closed  position 
and  closing  the  doors,  the  user  simply  rolls 
down  the  double  walled  tambour  door  and  locks 
the  entire  workstation  with  one  key.  This  secures 
both  the  hardware  and  the  software  and  the 
valuable  data  and  files.  Since  security  is  an 
increasingly  important  consideration  from  both 


the  casual,  curious  interloper  and  the 
intentioned  thief,  the  Compucart  should  be 
required  in  any  setting  where  proprietary 
information  or  access  to  the  computer  is  exposed 
to  risk.  Security  is  the  responsibility  of 
management  and  the  user;  Compucart  provides 
the  physical  security  that  will  keep  both  your 
hardware  and  software  Securely  Together.

Walnut,  and  Almond.

SECURITY:  The  Compucart  is  the  first 
computer  workstation  to  provide  security  for 
both  the  hardware  and  software.  Simply  return 
the  keyboard  to  the  closed  position,  close  the 
doors  and  roll  down  the  double  walled 
tambour  door  and  one  key  locks  it  all  up. 


ADJUSTABILITY:  The  keyboard  and  the 
focal  distance  to  the  display  are  adjustable  to 
suit  the  individual  needs  of  each  user.  The 
user  simply  places  the  work  directly  behind  the 
keyboard  and  in  front  of  the  display  in  the 
normal  line  of  sight  virtually  eliminating 
unnecessary  reach  and  head/neck  movement.
